Sictsmunp, sovercign Prince of Lithuania, having heard the beauty 
and accomplishments of Phedora, Princess of Sweden, greatly praised, 
sent Zumirski, a Nobleman under whose guardianship he had beep 
reared, to solicit her in marriage. Zumirvski succeeds in his embassy ; 
and ai the opening of the Piece, the Swedish Princess with her train, 
headed by Carolstein, is approaching the capital of Lithuania, and 
Zumirski is appointed to meet her on her journey, and conduct her to 
his Privee. This Zemirski, however, has otber views and intentions. 
He has a daughter, Oswena, whom be has brought up in seclusion, 
but has secretly wished to marry to his Sovereign. The determination 
of Sigismund with respect to Phedora, threatens this scheme with 
utter ruin ; and so in order to gratify bis ambitious aim, he determines 
to seize the Princess—-destroy her attendants—and substitute his 
daughter in her place. ‘To execute this bold design, he engages a 
body of Tartars to meet him at an old ruinous temple, close to an 
intricate forest through which the Princess has to pass. It happens, 
however, that Herman, a Peasaut boy, with his sister Jutta, going 
to visit their Uncle Jemmicrow, an old retired Soldier, teke shelter 
in the ruins ; but alarmed at tlie approach of footsteps, they hide them- 
selves in a recess of the building. Zumirski appears with his Tartars, 
and is met by his daughter Oswena, to whom he communicates his 
plan to raise her to the throne of Lithuania. Her ambition overcomes 
all scruples ; and she agrees to ail that her father directs. The Prin- 
cess with her train is now at hand—the Tartars headed by Zumirski 
attack the party—scize the Lady, and kill every one of her attendants 
except Carolstetm, whose fate is uncertain. The Princess is brought 
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to the’ruin and immured in a dungeon where she is left to perish—a 
Picture of Sigismund richiy adorned with diamonds, being first taken 
from her, and put round Oswena’s neck. Zumirski returns, as he 
thinks, triumphant to his Palace: but the Peasant boy and girl who 
had heard all that passed, liberate Phedora, aud conduct her disguised 
in a dress of Jutta’s to Jemmicrow’s house, where she is received in 
the character of an orphan girl. Zumirski in the meantime has apprised 
the Prince that the Princess of Sweden is at his residence ; and induces 
hjm to visit the sham Phedore there. Jemmicrow’s house is not far 
from Zumirski’s, and the Prince on his return, hearing the sound of 
music in the premises of the o'd Soldler, who was well known to him 
as having saved the life of his fasher the late Sovereign, enters, and 
thére beholds and admires Phedora, who is checked by the sadden ap- 
: pearance of Zumirski from declariug who she is. Zumiiski, notwith- 
standing the humble dress of the Princess, discovers her ; and by pri- 
vate threats deters her from avowing herself to Sigismund, who departs 
deeply impressed with the beauty of the seeming Peasant Girl, and but 
little satisfied with the supposed Phedora. Zumirski now lays a fresh 
plot to get possession of the Princess; and dispatches two ruffians to 
decoy her by night from Jemmicrow’s protection—and they are about 
to succeed, when Carelstein the Swedish Seneschal who had been 
thought dead, appears on the spot seeking refuge—he diseovers the 
ititentions of the villains, and stabs one, whilst the other flies at the 
approach of the family, andthe Princess is again saved from Zumirski’s 
blaek design. Harman had previously been sent to Court with a com- 
mhiiaication from Phedora in her Peasant character, to the Prince, so- 
li¢iting his protection, and declaring that treason was plotting against 
hit by his adviser Zumirski. The Prince caunot credit the chaige ; 
atid is about to unite himself, by virtue of his promise, to the imagined 
Priricess of Sweden, when Carolstein rushes in and forbids the union. 
The Prince is astonished; and the sham Phedora and her father greatly 
agitated: but they are still about to triumph, when Carolstein, per- 
ceiving the jewelled Picture belonging to his Princees worn by Oswena, 
calls on her to prove her claim by shewing her knowledge of a secret 
spfing in the picture—Oswena in vain tries to find it—Carolstein now 
ittroduces Phedora veiled—the Picture is handed to her at his request 
—she touches it, and instantly it opens and discovers her own likeness 
—she raises her veil—and Sigismund sees in the admired and supposed 
Peasant Girl, the Princess who was destined to share his throne.
